Clubs help youth enter the world with positive self-identity, educational, social, emotional, and 9 

cultural competencies, community and civic involvement, a moral compass, and attributes and 10 

capabilities our young people need to become responsible, successful, patriotic adults and leaders. 11

Providence Plantations hereby honors and commends the Boys & Girls Clubs of Rhode Island 9 

and congratulates the six young people who have been named Youth of the Year. We thank all of 10 

the people involved who have contributed selflessly to their communities, served as role models, 11 

and committed themselves to doing more for the state. We extend to the awardees our best wishes 12 

for success, and hope the Boys & Girls Clubs continue their fine work shaping the lives of Rhode 13
